TEX RICKARD TELLS OF HIS 


LOST OPPORTUNITY TO LEAD 


AR1V1Y AGAINST BOLIVIANS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Ml— Tex 
Rickard made known today that in 
1913 he lost a, chance to promote 
the biggeijt f ieht of his career—a 
war between Bolivia and Paraguay. 
Rickard spent eight years 
in 
Paraguav, going there in 1012 with 
twenty Texas vcowboys sent by the 
Farquahar Syndicate engaged in 
the cattle industry and development 
of the country's resources. 


'In 1913." said Rickard, ."I came 
up through the Argentine with 20 
cowboys, 50,000 head of cattle and 
a train of about 50 wagons. With 
the Idea of crossing into Paraguny 
across the Pilcomayo river, 
the 


boundary-between Paraguay and 
the Argentine. 
_"Well, as soon as we got into 
Paraguay we came across a lot of 
forts, all filled with'Bolivians. AH 
these Bolivians—soldiers they were 
—said that if we didn't turn back 
they'd shoot us. 
"We thought we'd, better 
go 
around, so we came out again and 
went south through the Argentine 
to Asuncion and into Paraguay 


'pcross the Eastern boundary, the 
Paraguay river. 
When we got 
there we told them how there were 
a lot Of Bolivians sitting in forts In 
the middle of Paraguay, and that 
vexed them a bit. 


"Anyway, they all came around 
to aw, the president, the cabinet, 
and every one, and they told me 
that-if I'd go out and 
fight the 


Bolivians they'd give nle all 
the 


soldiers I wanted and more. They'd 
give me an army, in fact. 


"Well. I didn't like to. act with- 
out instructions, so I wired to my 
people in Buenos Aires and 
they 


cabled to Mr. Farquahah in Paris. 
He didn't want a war, though; he; 
had too many big interests; he had.- 
too much at stake. And so I miss- 
ed my chance to lead an army." 
The promoter of pugilistic fights 
said he still owns 500 square miles 
of land in the Gran Chaco, the dis- 
puted territory. _

King Heirs Settle 
State Inheritance Tax 
AUSTIN, Dec. 13.M/1V-Attorney 
General Claude Pollard announced 
Wednesday he has secured an agree- 
ment by which heirs of the estate 
of Mrs. Henrietta King, owner of 
the famous King Ranch in South 
Texas, will pay the state an inheri- 
tance tax of $225,382.31, based on 
net valuation of $4,854,686.09 for the 
estate, slightly more than the basis 
on which the federal government 
figured its tax.

The agreement, places, the gross 
valuation of the 'estate at $5,140,- 
186.09, about $600,000 more" than the 
amount originally rendered, caus- 
ing a dispute betweea the estate 
and the hiers as to the proper tax.

hundred and fifty ten-peso notes. 
Police announced that a room in 
the raided house contained a de- 
tailed map of the railway system. 
Police believe the plotters intend- 
ed to place the bomb on the tracks 
on the outskirts of the city just be- 
fore the arrival of the Hoover spe- 
cial train. 
Police in raiding the house ar- 
rested a youth who said he was 
Carlos Gutlerez, 18. 
Authorities 
said, however, that the real name 
of the youth was Alejandro Roma- 
no, and that he was 21. biit posed 
as younger in hope of obtaining 
leniency under the minors law. 
They described him as a student of 
chemistry and they believed that 
he manufactured the bombs.

Later a second man was arrest- 
ed near the house. He gave the 
name of Jaime Oliver, but police 
said he was Jaime Castro, a chauf- 
feur.
